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Mr.  Convener,  Mrs.  Ogilvie  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  the  Annua],  Report  for  the  year  1949 
upon  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Condition  of  the  County  of  Clackmannan  and  of 
the  Burghs  within  it.  The  Annual  Report  of  the  C ounty  Sanitary  Inspector 
is  also  included. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  rate  of  32  compares  with  41  for  Scotland  and  is 
the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  the  County.  The  Stillbirth  rate  of  24  is  also 
amongst  the  lowest  ever  noted  and  compares  with  27  for  Scotland,  There 
were  no  Maternal  deaths.  No  case  of  Diphtheria  occurred  during  the  year. 
Various  factors  are  responsible  for  these  satisfactory  figures,  not  the 
least  being  the  extension  and  reorganisation  of  the  Council's  Maternal  and 
Child  Welfare  Services  which  has  taken  place  in  the  last  few  years. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  acting  as  an  agent  for  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board,  is  responsible  for  the  Tuberculosis  Service  and  for  the 
treatment  of  oases  admitted  to  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  The 
Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health  assists  at  the  Ante-natal  Clinic  held  in 
the  County  Hospital.  This  happy  arrangement  helps  greatly  to  co-ordinate 
the  Health  Services  within  the  County, 

In  submitting  this,  my  last  Annual  Report  for  the  County,  I should 
like  to  express  my  deep  appreciation  for  the  encouragement  and  help  given 
me  by  the  County  and  Town  Councils,  my  own  Staff,  fellow  Officials  and 
Medical  Colleagues.  My  thanks  go  also  to  the  general  public  for  their 
willing  co-operation  at  all  times.

VITAL  STATISTICS. 


The  following  statistics  of  the  County  include  the  Burghs. 

Population:-  The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  civilian  population 
of  the  County  to  the  middle  of  1949  was  36,490,  an  increase  of  304.  The  1931 
Census  population  was  31,947. 

Births.  The  number  of  live  births  assigned  to  the  County  was  758 
(registered  in  District  380$  transferred  out  16$  transferred  in  394)  of  which 
379  were  males  and  379  .females.  The  birth-rate  per  1,000  estimated  population 
was  20,8. 


The  increase  in  the  number  of  births  which  has  taken  place  over  the  past 
ten  years  reached  its  peak  in  1947  and  there  has  been  a.  slight  decline  each 
year  since  then  as  shown  in  table  below.

Infantile  Mortality/ 
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Infantile  Mortality.  The  number  of  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of 
age  was  24,  a decrease  of  13  on  last  year’s  figure.  The  infantile  mortality 
rate  was  32  per  1,000  live  births  compared  with  47  last  year. 

Congenital  debility,  premature  birth,  malformations,  etc,,  accounted  for 
15  (62,5  por  cent)  of  the  infant  deaths,  7 (29.17  per  cent)  were  due  to 
diseases  of  the  respiratory  tract  (including  1 due  to  Tuberculosis),  1 (4,17  per 
cent)  due  to  diarrhoea  and  1 due  to  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis.

Marriages.  The  marriages  numbered  270  equivalent  to  a rate  cf  7.4  per 
1,000  estimated  population.  Last  year’s  figure  was  307  and  the  corresponding 
rate  was  8,5. 


Deaths.  Deaths  from  all  causes  corrected  for  transfers,  numbered  434  of 
which  224  were  male  and  210  female,  giving  a corrected  and  adjusted  death  rate 
of  11,9  per  1,000  estimated  population.  This  figure  is  1.1  higher  than  that 
of  last  year  and  compares  with  12,3  for  Scotland. 

The  following  were  the  chief  causes  of  death  during  1949 i- 

Heart  Disease,  133;  Cerebral  Haemorrhage,  64$  Canoer,  62$  Respiratory 
Diseases,  35  (Pneumonia  15,  Bronchitis  11,  Others  9);  Nephritis  and  other 
genito-urinary  diseases,  19;  Violence,  19;  Old  Age,  19;  Congenital 
Debility,  15;  Tuberculosis  of  Respiratory  System,  11$  Gastric  and  Duodenal 
Ulcer,  9;  Diabetes,  5. 

Diseases  of  the  Circulatory  System;-  Heart  disease  accounted  for  133  of 
the  146  deaths  in  this  group.  All  were  over  45  years  of  age,  28  being  in 
the  age  group  45  - 65  and  all  the  rest  over  65  years  of  age, 

Corebral  Haemorrhage : - There  were  64  deaths  due  to  cerebral  haemorrhage. 
Except  4 all  were  persons  over  55  years  of  age. 

Cancers-  This  disease  accounted  for  62  deaths  (25  male  and  37  female)  com- 
pared with  49  during  the  previous  year.  All  but  14  deaths  occurred  in  persons 
over  55  years  of  age. 

Diseases  cf  the  Respiratory  Systems-  There  were  35  deaths  due  to  diseases 
of  the  respiratory  system  excluding  tuberculosis.  Pneumonia  accounted  for 
15  and  bronchitis  11  of  the  total  deaths. 

Diseases  of  the  Genito-urinary  Systems-  There  were  19  deaths  due  to 
diseases  of  this  system,  of  which  9 were  attributed  to  nephritis  and  10  to  other 
causes. 

Violent  Deaths s-  There  were  19  deaths  of  which  1 was  suicidal  and  18 
accidental  (2  road  accidents  and  16  other  violence). 

'Tuberculous  Diseases/ 
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Tuberculous  Diseases:-  There  were  11  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis, 
giving  a death-rate  of  0.30  compared  with  0,33  in  the  previous  year. 

There  were  3 deaths  from  Non-pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

Principal  Epidemic  Diseases;-  There  were  no  deaths  from  this  cause  during 
the  year  (i.e.  Typhoid  fever,  paratyphoid  fevers,  cerebro  spinal  fever,  scarlet 
fever,  whooping-cough,  diphtheria,  influenza  and  measles) •

The  general  arrnagements  have  continued  as  during  the  previous  year. 

The  County  Council  has  now  provided  a car  for  the  use  of  the  Superintending 
Nursing  Officer $ this  has  made  co-ordination  of  the  various  branches  of  the 
service  much  easier. 

(a)  Ante-natal  and  Post-natal  Clinics.  A combined  ante-natal,  post-natal 
and  gynaecological  Clinic  is  held  weekly  at  the  County  Hospital  by  an  Area 
Obstetrician  and  Gynaecologist,  assisted  by  the  Child  Welfare  Officer. 
Expectant  and  nursing  mothers  had  formerly  to  travel  to  Stirling  for 
examinations  and  consultations  and  this  Clinic  has  certainly  solved  this 
problem,  but  the  premises  are  only  suitable  as  temporary  ones  and  entail 
many  minor  inconveniences  for  both  patients  and  staff.

(b)  Child  Welfare  Clinics.  Child  Welfare  Clinics  continued  to  be  held 
in  ten  districts.  Details  are  given  in  Appendix  No.  2. 

(c)  Care  of  Premature  Infants.  By  arrangement  with  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board,  infants  born  prematurely  at  home  have  been  transferred  to  hospital 

in  cases  where  this  has  been  considered  advisable.  It  has  been  arranged 
for  a "cot  outfit"  to  be  available  for  premature  infants  kept  at  home  under 
the  supervision  of  district  midwives  and  health  visitors. 

(d)  Mother  and  Baby  Homes.  There  are  no  homes  of  this  type  in  the  County, 

(e)  Day  Nurseries.  There  is  no  Day  Nursery  in  the  County  run  by  any 
voluntary  body  or  outside  organisation. 

The  Alloa  Day  Nursery,  Broad  Street,  run  by  the  Local  Health  Authority, 
continues  to  have  a waiting  list  for  admission.  A few  more  children  would 
be  admitted  if  more  trained  staff  were  available. 

Priority  of  admission  is  given  to  children  who  for  one  reason  or 
another  have  no  father  at  work.  At  present  no  child  is  admitted  unless  the 
mother  is  working,  except  for  short  term  admissions  in  cases  of  maternal 

illness. 

The  Nursery  is  approved  as  a training  school  for  nursery  nurses.

(g)  Dental  Care/ 
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(g)  Dental  Care,  The  shortage  of  staff  still  precludes  the  inception  of 
a proper  scheme  for  the  Dental  care  of  expectant  mothers  and  young  children. 
Pre-school  children  are  treated  on  a casual  basis  when  they  are  referred  for 
examination  and  treatment  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Health 
Visitors.

2.  MIDWIFERY  SERVICE. 


Fourteen  nurses  now  carry  out  the  combined  home  nursing  and  district 
midwifery  duties.  While  each  nurse  is  assigned  to  one  district,  an  attempt 
is  made  to  provide  off  duty  and  holiday  relief  from  neighbouring  districts  and 
this  has  proved  beneficial  in  the  cases  of  "single  districts". 

There  is  no  private  midwife  receiving  a retaining  fee,  nor  midwife 
employed  by  any  organisation  other  than  the  Local  Authority,  One  midwife  is 
in  private  practice  and  conducted  4 cases  as  a maternity  nurse  during  the  year. 

Inspections  of  midwives  throughout  the  year  numbered  30.

Included  in  above  return  are  7 pairs  of  twins,  i.e,  3^3  babies  were 
delivered  by  County  Midwives,  of  these  7 were  still-births.  Four  babies 
were  delivered  by  a private  midwife. 

(b)  Gas  and  Air  Analgesia.  At  the  end  of  the  year  7 midwives  were 
qualified  to  administer  Analgesia  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of 
the  Central  Midwives  Board  for  Scotland,  One  further  midwife  had  completed 
her  training  but  was  awaiting  examination. 

One  set  of  Gas  and  Air  apparatus  was  available,  with  two  further  sets 
on  order. 

Analgesia  was  administered  in  6 cases  during  the  year. 

(c)  Hospital  Accommodation  / 
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(c)  Hospital  Accommodation.  Where  necessary,  for  medical  or  domestic 
reasons  accommodation  was  available  at  Stirling  Royal  Infirmary  or  Airthrey 
Castle.  The  number  of  hospital  confinements  during  the  year  was  314,  as 
compared  with  168  for  1948,  this  rise  in  numbers  being  due  in  greater  part 
to  "booked  cases".

Corrected  figures  show  24  infantile  deaths  of  which  13  are  classed  as 
neonatal.  Premature  deliveries  accounted  for  8 of  these  13  infants,  3 of 
these  mothers  had  had  no  ante-natal  care,  having  made  no  arrnagements  for 
confinement  until  the  emergency  arose. 

Under  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  a "Flying  Squad"  is  on  call  for  the 
assistance  of  medical  practitioners  in  charge  of  difficult  cases  on  the  district.

6.  VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION. 

(a)  Vaccination.  A supply  of  vaccination  lymph  is  kept  at  the 
Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  Alloa,  and  is  available  to  General 
Practitioners  free  of  charge. 

Vaccination  has  also  been  carried  out  at  the  Child  Welfare  Clinics, 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  although  vaccination  is  no  longer  compulsory,  more 
parents  will  recognise  the  advisability  of  having  their  children  protected 
against  smallpox  in  infancy.  Details  of  vaccinations  are  given  in  Appendix  5* 

(b)  Immunisation  Against  Diphtheria.  It  is  satisfactory  to  record  that 
there  was  no  case  of  diphtheria  during  the  year.

7.  PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS.  CARE  AND  AFTER-CARE. 

, TUBERCULOSIS. 


GENERAL  REVIEW. 

(a)  Administrative  Arrangements,  Administrative  arrangements  have  continued 
unaltered/ 
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unaltered,  from  the  past  year.  All  tuberculosis  work  in  the  County  is  carried 
out  by  the  County  Medical  Staff  and  a close  liaison  is  maintained,  with  the 
Tuberculosis  Specialist  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board.  This  Officer  pays 
periodic  visits  to  the  Tuberculosis  wards  of  Alloa  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital 
and  his  advice  and  services  are  readily  available. 

The  County  Council  are  reimbursed  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board,  at  an 
agreed  rate,  for  services  rendered  by  the  County  Medical  Staff  in  Hospital 
Board  work. 

(1)  Hospitals.  As  a rule  patients  in  need  of  hospital  care  are  first 
admitted  to  Alloa  I.D.  Hospital  where  there  are  18  beds  for  cases  of 
tuberculosis. 

The  waiting  period  for  admission  varies  from  a few  weeks  to  a few  months, 
Beds  are  also  available  in  the  Ochil  Hills  Sanatorium  and  on  31st  December, 

1949,  17  patients  from  this  County  were  undergoing  treatment  there. 

Cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  requiring  surgical  treatment  such  as 
adhesion  section  or  thorocoplasty  are  transferred  to  the  Thoracic  Surgical 
Unit  at  Mearnskirk  Sanatorium. 

Non-pulmonary  bone  and  joint  cases  in  need  of  hospital  treatment  are 
transferred  to  the  care  of  the  Orthopaedic  Specialist  at  Bannockburn 
Infectious  Diseases  Hospital. 

Other  Non-pulmonary  cases  are  admitted  to  the  General  Hospitals. 

Patients  who  acquire  tuberculosis  during  their  period  of  National 
Service  are  eligible  for  the  Red  Cross  Sanatoria  at  Glen  o'  Dee  and 
Tor-na-Dee  and  such  patients  are  transferred  there  when  a bed  is  available. 

Certain  cases  of  primary  pleural  tuberculosis  are  transferred  to  the 
Pleurisy  Unit  at  Bridge  of  Earn  Hospital. 

(2)  X-rays.  Chest  X-rays  are  done  in  Clackmannan  County  Accident 
Hospital  and  during  the  year  a total  of  601  chest  X-rays  were  performed  for 
the  Tuberculosis  Officer.  Of  these  283  were  of  tuberculous  cases,  129  of 
family  contacts  of  cases,  144  of  patients  under  observation  and  45  were  of 
school  children  suspected  of  primary  tuberculosis  at  School  Medical 
Examination. 

Tomographs  are  performed  at  the  X-ray  Department,  Stirling  Royal  Infirmary. 

(3)  Clinics.  A clinic  is  held  every  Tuesday  afternoon  from  2 p.m.  to 
5 p.m.  and  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  each  month  in  the  evenings  at  7 p.m.  at 
Bedford  House,  Alloa. 

During  the  year  there  were  632  attendances  at  this  clinic. 

Eighty-one  persons  came  under  observation  (for  the  first  time)  who  on 
investigation  were  not  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

Patients  who  have  commenced  pneumothorax  treatment  in  hospital  continue 
their  treatment  at  a Pneumothorax  Refill  Clinic  held  each  Wednesday  at 
10  a.m.  in  Stirling  Royal  Infirmary.  A few  patients  continue  to  receive 
out-patient  pneumothorax  treatment  at  the  Ochil  Hills  Sanatorium. 

(4)  Food.  Allowances  and  Rehabilitation.  All  patients  were  given 
Ministry  of  Food  Form  R.G.  50  enabling  them  to  obtain  the  extra  food 
rations  allotted  by  the  Ministry  of  Food.  Vitamin  food  supplements  are 
prescribed  on  the  prescription  form  of  the  National  Health  Service. 

Tuberculosis  allowances  are  paid  by  the  National  Assistance  Board  to 
those  who  have  suffered  a loss  of  income  in  order  to  undergo  treatment  for 
pulmonary  tuberculosis.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  18  cases  were  in  receipt 
of  allowances. 

The  voluntary  registration  of  tuberculous  patients  under  the  Disabled 
Persons/ 
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Persons  Act,  1944,  was  carried  out  by  the  Rehabilitation  Officer  of  tho 
Ministry  of  Labour  and  National  Service.  An  assessment  of  the  patient's 
ability  for  work  is  made  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  on  Form  DP1X  for  the 
information  of  the  Rehabilitation  Officer  to  guide  him  in  finding  s\iitable 
occupation  for  the  patient. 

(b)  Prevention. 

(1)  B.C.G.  Vaccine.  During  the  year  it  was  announced  by  the  Department  of 
Health  that  B.C.G,  Vaccine  for  the  prevention  of  tuberculosis  was  to  be  made 
available  for  the  Vaccination  of  persons  exposed  to  a special  risk  of 
tuberculosis  such  as  the  family  contacts  of  tuberculous  cases,  medical  students, 
nurses  etc.  All  family  contacts  of  tuberculosis  cases  were  offered 
vaccination.  A very  good  response  was  obtained  and  90$  of  contacts  consented 
to  have  the  vaccination.  Accordingly  arrangements  were  made  for  vaccination 
clinics  and  preliminary  skin  testing  was  commenced.  Unfortunately  it  was 

then  announced  by  the  Department  of  Health  that  technical  difficulties  had 
arisen  in  the  supply  of  the  vaccine  from  Denmark  and  all  work  had  to  be 
stopped  for  an  indefinite  period.  All  contacts  were  informed  of  this 
disappointing  outcome  and  it  is  sincerely  to  be  hoped  that  the  same  good 
response  will  be  obtained  when  supplies  of  the  vaccine  do  eventually  become 
available . 

In  mid  March  1950  information  was  received  that  B.C.G.  Vaccine  was  again 
available  and  the  arrangements  for  Vaccination  Clinics  were  recommenced. 

(2)  Primary  Tuberculosis  in  Children.  'The  first  infection  of  the  tubercle 
bacillus  in  children  between  the  ages  of  4 and  14  is  shown  usually  by  a mild 
vague  illness  whose  cause  is  often  unrecognised.  It  normally  heals  without 
complications  leaving  the  child  with  a relative  immunity  to  further  infection. 

If  the  primary  infection  is  heavy  however,  the  child  should  have  adequate  care 
and  rest  whilst  the  infection  is  in  an  active  stage  in  order  that  it  may  become 
soundly  healed.  It  is  important  therefore  to  discover  the  fact  that  the 
primary  infection  has  taken  place. 

Below  the  age  of  4 the  primary  infection  is  liable  to  be  more  dangerous 
and  it  is  even  more  important  that  these  children  have  adequate  supervision 

and  treatment. 

During  the  year  58  children  suspected  of  having  a primary  tuberculous 
infection  were  investigated.  Fifteen  of  these  were  found  to  be  suffering  from 
a primary  infection  and  of  these  two  cases  were  heavy  complicated  infections 
and  received  hospital  treatment.  A family  source  of  infection  was  known  or 
discovered  in  11  of  the  cases. 

(3)  Supervision  of  Tuberculous  Families.  Of  the  41  new  cases  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  last  year  15  (i.e,  36$)  received  the  infection  from  a member  of 
their  own  family  or  household,  hence  the  importance  of  keeping  known 
tuberculous  families  under  close  supervision.  By  so  doing  a new  case  may  be 
discovered  in  the  early  stages  of  the  disease  when  it  is  most  amenable  to 
treatment. 

During  the  year  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  paid  144  visits  to  tuberculous 
families  in  their  own  homes  and  the  Health  Visitors  paid  a further  199  routine 
visits.  All  household  contacts  of  a case  of  tuberculosis  are  offered  X-ray 
examination  and  re-examination  for  a period  of  years. 

There  should  be  adequate  space  in  the  home  of  the  tuberculous  person  to 
allow  the  patient  to  have  a room  to  himself  and  it  is  with  this  end  in  view 
that  all  County  cases  are  allocated  housing  points  under  the  County  Housing 
Points  Scheme  and  that  all  Burgh  cases  are  notified  to  the  respective  burghs 
for  housing  priority. 

Children  of  tuberculous  families  are  seen  frequently,  during  the  pre- 
school period  by  the  Health  Visitor  on  her  routine  visits  to  the  home  and, 
during  school  age,  once  in  each  term  at  School  Medical  Inspection.  Further 

X-ray/ 
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X-ray  examination  is  offered  at  school  leaving  age  before  undertaking  the 
extra  strain  and  hazards  of  industrial  employment. 

PULMONARY  TUBERCULOSIS.  The  decline  in  the  number  of  new  cases  shown  last 
year  was  not  continued.  Instead,  a further  rise  has  taken  place  though  not 
to  the  level  of  1947.

There  were  141  cases  in  the  County  at  the  end  of  the  year,  compared  with 
151  on  1st  January,  a decrease  of  10,  accounted  for  by  cured  cases,  transfers 
out  of  the  County  and  deaths. 

There  were  31  cases  in  Sanatoria  at  the  end  of  the  year  compared  with  30 
on  1st  January.  Twenty-six  cases  were  admitted  during  the  year,  and  20 
discharged.  Eleven  persons  died  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  during  the  year, 
six  in  institutions  and  five  at  home.  The  death  rate  of  30.14  per  100,000 
may  be  compared  with  that  of  59.0  for  Scotland.

Cerebro-spinal  Fever t-  Three  cases  of  this  disease  occurred,  as  compared 
with  five  last  year.  All  three  recovered. 

Diphtheria:-  There  were  no  cases  of  Diphtheria.  This  shows  the  very 
satisfactory  result  of  the  immunisation  campaign. 

Dysentery:-  There  were  7 cases,  6 were  treated  in  hospital  and  all 
recovered.  The  disease  was  of  a mild  type. 

Erysipelas :-  There  were  6 cases,  5 of  which  were  treated  in  hospital. 

Pneumonia:-  This  disease  accounted  for  most  of  the  cases  notified.  One 
hundred  and  twenty  six  cases  occurred,  being  an  increase  of  16  on  last  year’s 
figure.  Most  cases  occurred  during  the  months  of  January,  February  and 
December  when  the  weather  was  abnormally  mild  and  damp.  The  cases  were  fairly 
evenly/ 
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evenly  distributed  throughout  the  age  groups  and  all  but  7 were  treated  in 

hospital.  There  were  15  deaths  from  this  cause.  Most  deaths  were  in  cases 

at  the  extremes  of  life,  6 being  under  1 year  of  age  and  5 over  55  years  of 

age.  Of  the  remaining  4 cases,  2 were  in  the  45-55  age  group. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia:-  Three  cases  of  this  disease  occurred,  all  of 
which  were  treated  in  hospital  and  all  recovered. 

Scarlet  Fever:-  There  were  35  cases,  as  compared  with  50  last  year. 

All  but  3 were  removed  to  hospital.  The  disease  was  of  a mild  type,

HEALTH  WEEK/ 
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HEALTH  WEEK. 

In  conjunction  with  the  County  Education  Department  and  the  Scottish 
Council  for  Health  Education,  a Health  Week  was  successfully  completed  in 
the  County  beginning  14th  February,  1949*  Lectures  and  films  were  given 
to  School  children,  Youth  Club  members  and  to  mothers  at  Child  Welfare  Clinics, 
At  St,  Mungo* s,  Sunnyside,  Park,  Clackmannan  and  Sauchie  Schools, 
approximately  840  pupils  attended.  At  Alloa  Square  Centre  Club;  South 
School  Youth  Club;  Youth  Club,  Tillicoultry;  and  Alva  Youth  Club, 
approximately  310  attended.  At  Clackmannan,  Dollar,  Tillicoultry  and. Alva 
Child  Welfare  Centres,  125  mothers  attended.  In  addition,  50  attended 
Sauchie  Women's  Guild.  In  all,  14  separate  audiences  were  addressed. 
Generally  speaking  those  attending  enjoyed  the  films  and  talks. 

CO-OPERATION  WITH  EXECUTIVE  COUNCIL  AND  REGIONAL  HOSPITAL  BOARD. 

An  advisory  co-ordinating  Committee  of  members  of  Health  Authority, 
Executive  Council,  and  Regional  Hospital  Board,  has  not  yet  been  formed,

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REPORT  BY  COUNTY  SANITARY  INSPECTOR. 


As  formerly  the  major  health  services  administered  by  the 
County  Council  are  dealt  with  followed  by  the  non-transf erred 
functions  for  which  each  Local  Authority  in  the  County  is 
responsible  within  its  own  area. 

Infectious  Diseases. 


Ninety-five  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  dealt  with,  of 
which  90  were  removed  to  hospital  and  the  remainder  treated  at  home. 
As  a result  of  these  cases  37  visits  of  enquiry  were  made.,  26  houses 
were  disinfected  and  17  notices  were  sent  to  headmasters  of  Schools 
intimating  the  existence  of  infectious  disease  among  scholars  and 
contacts . 

Various  quantities  of  bedding  were  collected,  steam  disinfected 
and  returned  to  householders  during  the  year. 

Milk  Production,  Handling  and  Distribution. 

There  were  33  producers  and  28  retailers  premises  on  the  Dairy 
Register  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  these  we re  visited  on  108 
occasions . 

It  is  estimated  that  the  total  milk  produced  in  the  County 
during  1949  was  in  the  region  of  half  a million  gallons.  Of  this 
total  73.2;  was  pasteurised,  26,,-  was  not  pasteurised  but  was  from 
herds  known  to  be  tuberculin  tested,  and  only  0.8$  was  neither 
pasteurised  nor  from  tuberculin  tested  herds. 

In  addition  there  are  12  unregistered  premises  where  only  a few 
cows  are  kept  and  milk  is  used  only  on  the  premises  or  by  neighbours. 

Twenty-nine  producers  do  not  soil  milk  by  retail. 

The  approximate  average  number  of  cows  in  registered  premises 
was  940  and  in  unregistered  premises  20. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  following  licences  under  the  Milk 
(Special  Designations)  Orders  were  in  operation: - 

Producers : - Certified  2,  Tuberculin  Tested  23,  and 
standard  2,  a total  of  27. 

Dealers : - Certified  4,  Tuberculin  Tested  2,  and 
Pasteurised  19,  a total  of  25. 


It  is  interesting  to  compare  the  position  to-day  with  that  ten 
years  ago  when  there  wore  thirty-eight  registered  milk  producers, 
two  of  whom  hold  "Certified11  Licences,  five  held  "Tuborculin-'i'ostod" 
Licences,  and  eight  held  "Standard"  Licences  under  the  Milk  (Special 
Designations)  Orders  (Scotland)  1936-1944.  Twenty-four  samples 
were  taken  in  that  year. 

During  the  past  decade,  therefore,  the  number  of  registered 
dairy  herds  which  were  known  to  be  tubercle-free  has  risen  from  seven 
in  1939(18$)  to  twenty-seven  in  1949  (80^).  This,  I think,  is  a 
noteworthy  achievement  on  the  part  of  the  Dairy  Industry  in  the 
County,  particularly  when  the  difficulties  of  the  six  war  years 
within/ 
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within  the  decade  are  kept  in  mind. 

With  80/ - of  the  County’s  Dairy  Herds  tubercle-free  at  present 
and  with  the  contemplated  upgrading  of  others  it  would  appear 
reasonable  to  expect  that  in  a comparatively  short  time  now  the 
County  might  be  able  to  claim  that  its  registered  dairy  herds  were 
100%'  tubercle-free.  That  at  least  is  the  goal  to  be  aimed  at,  and 
every  opportunity  is  taken  by  the  Sanitary  Department  to  encourage 
the  laggards  so  that  this  goal  can  be  reached. 

During  the  year’s  visits  to  Dairy  Premises  four  contraventions 
of  the  Dairy  Bye-laws  and/or  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Orders 
were  noted  and  pointed  out  to  occupiers.  They  were  all  subsequently 
remedied  and  no  further  action  was  found  necessary. 

Improvements  were  carried  out  at  various  premises  during  the 
year  such  as  providing  additional  ventilation,  provision  of  dairy 
scullery  accommodation,  widening  of  grips  and  the  like  and  most  of 
the  dairy  premises  in  the  County  can  now  be  considered  in  comformity 
with  the  dairy  bye-laws,  although  in  a number  of  oases  the  various 
units  i.e.  byre,  milk  house  and  dairy  scullery  are  not  conveniently 
sited  in  relation  to  each  other. 

In  one  case  a farm  not  previously  a dairy  was  adapted  for 
dairying  on  the  cattle  court  system.  This  was  an  innovation  in  this 
County  and  on  completion  of  the  alterations  the  result  was  an  up-to- 
date  addition  to  the  County’s  dairy  premises. 

In  the  course  of  the  year  a registered  producer  installed 
pasteurising  plant  of  the  holder  typo  at  his  premises  and  was 
granted  a Pasteuriser’s  Licence.  This  is  a useful  unit,  dealing 
with  about  400  gallons  of  milk  per  day,  and  adds  considerably  to  the 
facilities  available  in  the  County  for  Pasteurising  milk. 

The  now  bottle  washing  and  filling  plants  at  Alloa  Co-operative 
Creamery  referred  to  in  last  year’s  report  were  installed  and  in 
operation  and  tho-  laboratory  premises  there  wore  completed  during 
the  year.  This  Creamery  which  pasteurises  about  2,500  gallons  of 
milk  per  day  can  be  considered  equipped  on  hygienic  and  up-to-date 
lines . 

While  it  is  possible  to  criticise  methods  in  one  or  two  instances 
at  individual  farms  the  general  standard  of  milk  production,  storage, 
processing  and  handling  in  the  County  throughout  the  year  was  good 
and  apart  from  the  need  at  a number  of  farms  for  the  introduction 
of  suitable  equipment  to  ensure  the  cooling  of  milk  at  all  times  to 
60  F there  is  little  calling  for  special  comment.  Lack  of  adequate 
water  was,  however , a difficulty  at  some  farms  during  the  drought 
experienced  in  the  County  because  of  the  long  dry  summer.  This  is 
liable  to  recur  until  the  County  Council’s  contemplated  water  scheme 
is  proceeded  with  and  completed. 

Sampling  of  all  grades  of  milk  by  the  Department  was  continued 
at  a high  level  in  1949  and  details  of  these  activities  were  given 
in  a report  submitted  to  the  County  Council  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
These  details  along  with  some  other  information  of  interest  are 
included  h.ru  for  reference.

REMARKS. 

These  results  include  a series  of  unsatisfactory  samples 
obtained  from  one  farm.  To  traou  and  eradicate  the  cause  of  these, 
the  farm  v/as  visited  several  times  and  test  swabs  taken  from  various 
dairy  utensils  and  articles  of  equipment  e.g.  mechanic'' 1 milking 
plant,  cooling  apparatus  and  storage  cans  etc.  The  bacteriologist’s 
reports  indicated  that  insufficient  attention  was  being  given  to  the 
cleaning  and  sterilising  of  the  milking  plant  and  cooler;  this  w as 
rectified  and  subsequent  samples  were  consistently  satisfactory.

There  are  two  producers  of  Pasteurised  milk  in  the  area  and  two 
of  the  samples  which  failed  to  comply  could  bo  attributed  to  lack 
of  experience  on  the  part  of  the  operator  of  one  of  the  plants,  which 
was  newly  installed.

From  the  table  it  will  be  noted  that  the  total  number  of  samples 
taken  in  1949  (447)  exceeds  that  of  the  previous  year  by  130  an 
increase  of  about  41/ . 46  of  the  samples  were  of  pasteurised  milk 

and  the  remainder,  401,  represents  an  average  of  12  samples  per  year 
from  the  33  producers  in  the  County  which  is  double  the  minimum  of 
6 samples  per  producer  per  year  suggested  by  the  Department  of  Health 
for  5c  ot land. 

The  proportion  (78,1)  of  samples  of  all  types  of  milk  classed  as 
satisfactory  on  bacteriological  grounds,  although  less  than  in  1948 
is  nevertheless  exactly  50/  better  than  it  was  five  years  ago.  As 
the  figures  include  a number  of  unsatisfactory  samples  of  milk 
produced  outwit h the  County  an  adjustment  to  exclude  these  samples 
would  be  necessary  in  order  to  arrive  at  the  figure  applicable  to 
milk  produced  in  the  County  only  and  would  have  the  effect  of 
increasing  slightly  the  percentage  satisfactory.

Rationed  commodities  such  as  butter,  mnrgrino,  cheese  and 
bacon,  were  do. 'It  with  in  accordance  with  Ministry  of  Food  require- 
ments which  onsur^  th't  large  quantities  of  these  'ruicles  when 
unfit  for  human  food  are  utilised  for  purposes  other  than  food  for 
human  consumption  instead  of  being  destroyed • 

Periodical  visits  wero  paid  to  premises  in  which  food  is 
manufactured,  prepared  or  sole  and  during  the  examination  of  unsound 
food  in  shops  the  premises  *-ere  generally  examined  r.nd  every 
opportunity  taken  to  inculcate  the  principles  of  food  hygiene. 

Verbal  intimation  of  unsatisfactory  conditions  was  usually 
found  effective  but  as  pointed  out  in  last  year’s  Report  the  position 
requires  ~ detailed  code  for  the  conduct  of  such  businesses  if  Public 
health  control  is  to  be  fully  effective. 

Meat . 

There  is  only  one  Slaughterhouse  in  the  County  that  belonging 
tc  Alloa  Town  Council.  As  mentioned  in  previous  Reports  the 
buildings  are  old  and  fall  short  of  the  requirements  of  an  up-to-date 
abattoir • 

They  are,  however,  clean  and  well  kept  by  the  Superintendent 
who  is  resident  on  the  premises  and  acts  as  Detention  Officer.  A 
Veterinary  Surgeon  employed  by  the  County  Council  acts  as  Meat 
Inspector.  He  and  his  assistant  visit  the  slaughterhouse  frequently 
and  their  advice  and  services  are  readily  obtainable  by  the  Detention 
Officer  at  any  time.

Rivers  Pollution  Prevention. 


The  condition  of  the  River  Devon  as  regards  pollution  is 
unfortunately  much  the  same  as  last  year  and  the  remarks  regarding 
it  in  last  year’s  Report  still  apply,  viz:-

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"The  River  is  still  polluted  at  various  points  in 
varying  degrees  by  industrial  and  sewage  effluents; 
unfortunately  an  adequate  remedy  for  this  type  of 
pollution  is  largely  dependent  on  the  completion  of  a 
comprehensive  system  of  drainage  for  the  County  such 
as  has  been  under  consideration  by  the  County  Council 
for  some  time;  this  in  its  turn  is  affected  to  a great 
extent  by  the  question  of  mineral  subsidence  in  the 
County,  a question  which  has  not  yet  been  finally  deter- 
mined” . 


Unfortunately  a comprehensive  drainage  scheme  for  the  County  is 
no  nearer  than  it  was  when  these  words  were  written  last  year. 

The  efforts  of  the  Department  were  largely  restricted  during 
the  year  to  periodical  inspections  of  the  River  with  a view  to 
having  sporadic  pollution  remedied.  Pollution  of  this  type  is 
sometimes  caused  by  defective  settling  arrangements  for  Coal  v/ashings 
and  although  generally  remedied  by  the  Colliery  Management  when  their 
attention  is  drawn  to  it,  it  causes  gross  pollution  for  the  time 
being. 


Meetings  were  held  with  the  Management  of  two  factories  causing 
pollution  of  the  lower  reaches  of  the  River#  Two  samples  of

■'hile  the  managements  wore  anxious  to  do  everything  possible  to 
prevent  pollution  it  appears  that  a complete  solution  in  these  cases 
is  bound  up  with  the  general  scheme  of  drainage  for  the  County  which 
has  been  mooted.  Most  of  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  in  the  County 
are  row  dealing  with  a much  greater  quantity  of  sewage  than  they  arc 
designed  for,'  and  every  additional  house  built  aggravates  the  position. 
The  resulting  effluents  ar«  most  unsatisfactory  and  are  another  serious 
source  of  pollution. 

A permanent  solution  to  the  problem  of  pollution  of  the  River 
Devon  is  one  which  it  appears  will  take  some  time  and  considerable 
capital  expenditure  to  solve. 

Inspections  wore  made  from  time  to  time  of  the  upper  reaches  of 
the  Rivor.  A sample  of  trade  waste  discharged  into  the  river  by  a

during  the  year  and  due  to  the  Good  work  of  the  County  Council’s  Rat 
Catcher  the  district  was  kept  remarkably  free  from  serious  rat 
infestation. 

The  routine  arrangements  referred-  to  last  year  whereby  the  Rat 
Catcher  pays  regular  routine  visits  to  recognised  sources  of 
infestation  were  continued  and  operated  well. 

» 

These  are  in  addition  to  action  taken  in  regard  to  specific 
outbreaks  of  vermin  infestation  and  to  routine  surveys  of  the 
County . 

Frequent  attention  for  the  destruction  of  rats  and  mice  is  also 
given  by  the  Rat  Catcher  to  refuse  tips  belonging  to  the  County 
Council  nd  by  arrangement  to  a refuse  tip  belonging  to  one  of  the 
small  burghs  in  the  County.  The  condition  of  these  places  as 
regards  rat  infestation  has  thus  been  much  improved  and  the  problem 
reduced  to  small  proportions.

Nuisances . 

Thirty-eight  nuisances  were  dealt  with  and  nothing  of  an  unusual 
nature  was  met  with  during  the  year.  It  was  not  found  necessary  to 
serve  Statutory  Notices  in  respect  of  any  of  these  nuisances.  As 
a rule  they  were  remedied  without  delay. 

Smoke  Nuisances. 

Complaints  were  received  during  the  period  under  review  about 
the  excessive  smoke  emitted  from  a Colliery  within  the  area. 

The  matter  was  taken  up  with  the  National  Coal  Board  and  local 
adjustments  were  made  to  the  plant.  These,  however,  had  little 
effect  on  che  volume  of  smoke  produced  and  the  matter  was  again 
referred  to  the  National  Coal  Board,  when  it  was  found  that  it  was 
intended  to  use  electricity  throughout  the  plant  in  the  near  future 
and  thus  eliminate  the  nuisance. 

Cleansings 

This  was  carried  out  satisfactorily  during  the  year,  freouency 
of  collection  varying  from  once  to  thrice  weekly. 

The  service  was  extended  as  required  to  meet  housing  development 
in  the  County  and  it  was  necessary  to  resort  to  hiring  throughout  the 
year  to  overtake  the  work. 

An  additional  Dennis  Refuse  Collector  was  ordered  early  in  1949 
to  augment  the  two  Dennis  Vehicles  presently  in  use  but  at  the  time 
of  writing  it  has  not  boon  delivered.  This  delay  is  handicapping 
the  work  of  the  Department  as  the  number  of  houses  to  be  served  is 
continually  increasing  and  without  sufficient  vehicles  and  staff  it 
is  difficult  to  cope  adequately  with  it.  In  spite  of  these 
difficulties,  however,  only  a few  isolated  complaints  wore  received 
and  it  was  usually  found  possible  to  have  these  remedied. 

from  test  weighings  made  throughout  the  year  it  is  estimated 
that  the  weight  of  refuse  collected  in  1949  was  5,340  tons  compared 
with  5,100  tons  in  1948. 

The  two  refuse  tips  in  use  wore  remarkably  free  from  serious 
rat  infestation  during  the  year  due  to  regular  action  by  the  Rat 

Catcher. 

The  market  for  waste  paper  collapsed  during  the  year  and  with- 
out warning  the  m rchants  taking  this  material  were  no  longer  able 
to  accept  it.  as  a result  the  Department  was  left  with  20-30  tons 
of  paper  in  stock  for  which  no  outlet  could  be  found.  Ultimately 
: it  had  to  be  burned  and  finally,  as  an  economic  market  could  not  be 
found,  waste  paper  collection  was  gradually  discontinued. 


Water/ 
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Water  and  Drainage, 

There  was  no  general  improvement  in  the  water  supply  position 
e 1 because  of  the  prolonged  drought  it  became  critical  at  times 
during  the  summer. 

As  indicated  in  last  year's  Report  no  real  improvement  can  be 
hoped  for  until  the  Loch  Turret  Scheme  is  completed.  Negotiations 
between  the  County  Council  and  other  interested  parties  were  con- 
tinued during  the  year  and  reached  the  stage  when  it  can  be  expected 
that  the  work  will  be  begun  in  1950®

Copies  of  all  results  were  sent  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  and  the  County  Water  engineer* 

No  progress  can  be  reported  in  connection  with  improved  drain- 
age in  the  County  as  a complete  scheme  has  not  yet  been  formulated 
by  the  consulting  engineers.  Until  such  a scheme  is  in  operation 
the  drainage  arrangements  cannot  be  considered  satisfactory  except 
in  one  district,  Fishcross, 

Some  improvements  were  made  at  Dov-ons ids  to  a storm  overflow 
and  this  las  had  the  effect  of  relieving  the  considerable  flooding 
which  took  place  at  one  part  of  the  village. 

Special  attention  had  to  be  given  per'V-'V  - ■ ^ "y  to  defective 
sections  of  sewers  at  Tullibody  and  Clackmannan  in  an  effort  to  keep 
thorn  functioning  reasonably  well. 

During  the  year  considerable  lengihs  of  new  sewers  were  laid  in 
connection  with  various  housing  schemes  in  the  County  and  temporary 
settling  tanks,  built  at  Tullibody,  were  brought  into  use  to  deal  with 
sev/ago  from  certain  housing  developments  there® 

Forty-nine  smoke  tests  or  other  inspections  were  made  of  now  and 
reconstructed  drains  during  the  year.

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This  '7 as  undoubtedly  the  biggest  problem  which  engaged  the 
County  Council’s  attention  in  1949  as  it  has  been  for  a long  time 
past  and  is  likely  to  be  for  some  time  to  come. 

In  addition  to  the  pressing  needs  of  the  local  communities 
there  is  a clamant  call  in  tho  County  for  the  provision  of  adequate 
living  accommodation  for  the  mining  population  brought  to  the  Area 
by  the  fast  expanding  coal  industry* 

Sites  for  new  houses  have  to  satisfy  planning  and  other  require- 
ments and  meet  tho  claims  of  agriculture  as  far  as 'possible.  In 
addition  the  possibility  of  subsidence  from  mineral  workings  has 
always  to  be  kept  in  mind  in  the  selection  of  sites. 

After  building  has  boon  begun  the  difficulties  are  not  at  an 
end  and  tho  supply  position  with  regard  to  labour  and  materials  has 
to  be  constantly  kept  under  review. 

When  one  considers  all  the  factors  to  be  taken  into  account  it 
is  at  least  some  satisfaction  to  know  that  184  houses  were  completed 
by  the  County  Council  in  1949,  and  216  by  the  Scottish  Special 
‘lousing  Association,  Ltd.,  a total  of  400. 

Unfortunately,  waiting  lists  of  applicants  for  now  houses  tend 
to  increase  and  tho  mere  statement  that  400  houses  have  been  com- 
pleted in  a year  is  cold  comfort  to  those  not  yet  adequately  housed. 
It  does,  however,  represent  an  amount  of  happiness  and  comfort  to 
those  rehoused  wliloh  cam  scarcely  be  computed. 

Twelve  houses  were  examined  in  order  to  assess  the  degree  of 
unfitness  under  the  County  Council’s  points  scheme'  and  in  a number  of 
these  cases  defects  were  not^d  which  it  was  found  possible  to  have 

remedied. 

Three  hundred  and  sixty-four  houses  were  examined  on  completion 
during  the  year  and  passed  as  fit  for  occupation. 

Forty  visits  were  paid  to  ten  tenants  of  Council  houses  who  were 
not  keeping  their  houses  up  to  a reasonable  degree  of  cleanliness. 
Satisfactory  conditions  wer^  ultimately  obtained  but  only  after 
several  visits  to  the  tenants  in  question.  Time  alone  will  shew 
whether  these  satisfactory  conditions  will  be  permanently  maintained. 

The  usual  close  liaison  was  continued  with  the  House  Factor's 
Department  in  connection  with  adjustments  of  applicants'  points  under 
tho  County  Council's  points  scheme  for  house  allocation. 

[Victories . 


There  were  35  factories  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  1949,  33 
mechanic '"'.1  and  2 non-mechanical.  These  wore  given  in  detail  in  last 

year’s  Report. 

They  were  visited  on  37  occasions. 

There  is  one  Holiday  Cwnp  situated  in  the  Landward  part  of  the 
County.  The  accommodation  consists  of  wooden  chalets  and  communal 
sanitary  facilities  are  provided. 

Several/ 
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Several  visits  were  paid  during,  the  summer  months  and  it  was 
found  that  conditions  were  satisfactory. 

Offensive  Trades. 

The  only  Offensive  Trade  licensed  by  the  County  Council,  under  the 
Public  Health  (Scotland)  Act  1897  is  a knackery.  The  main  business 
conducted  is  that  of  the  slaughtering-  of  fallen  and  aged  animals. 

The  premises  are  inspected  regularly  and  a satisfactory  state  of 
cleanliness  is  maintained  by  the  occupiers. 


BURGH  OF  ALLO;  . 

nuisances. 

Fifty-nine  nuisances  were  dealt  with  and  all  were  remedied 
speedily  without  recourse  to  Statutory  Notice.  They  comprised 
nothing  of  an  unusual  nature  and  consisted  largely  of  choked  and 
defective  drains  and  sanitary  fittings. 

Smoke  Nuisance. 

Complaints  were  received  during  the  year  from  house  holders  in 
the  vicinity  of  a local  works  about  a smoke  and  grit  nuisance. 
Representations  were  made  to  the  factory  management  and  several 
visits  paid  to  the  factory.  Although  some  attempt  was  made  to 
mitigate  the  nuisance  by  local  measures  it  was  found  that  they 
wore  not  wholly  satisfactory  and  that  a new  plant  would  be  needed 
to  eliminate  the  nuisance  completely.  The  plant  was  ordered  during 
the  year  but  owing  to  production  difficulties  the  delivery  date  is 
uncertain. 

Insect  Pests. 

There  were  several  minor  outbreaks  of  these  pests  mainly  in  old 
properties.  The  principal  infestations  were  caused  by  silverfish 
and  cockroaches.  Some  26  visits  were  paid  to  premises  and  measures 
taken  to  secure  eradication  of  the  pests  involved. 

ov/lmming  Baths. 

Regular  visits  of  inspection  were  paid  to  the  Public  Swimming 
Baths  throughout  the  year,  and  a sample  of  water  taken  from  the  pool 
gave  the  following  results

town  and  daily  in  others.-

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The  Burgh  refuse  tip  is  situated  in  the  Landward  Area  of  the 
County.  It  was  well  managed  and  received  regular  attention  for  the 
destruction  of  rats  during  the  year.  Its  condition  in  this  respect 
is  quite  good. 

Seven  notices  were  issued  under  Sectionll7  of  the  Burgh  Police 
(Scotland)  Act  1892  regarding  lime-washing  &c . , of  common  stairs  and 
passages.

Copies  of  the  results  wore  sent  to  the "I'edical  Officer  of  Health 
end  to  the  Burgh  Surveyor  as  Water  Engineer. 

Housing ♦ 

Sixty-eight  now  houses  wore  completed  by  the  Town  Council  during 
the  year  and  work  was  still  in  progress  at  Hawkhill  site  at  the  end 

of  the  year. 

Difficulties  of  water  supply  and  drainage  will  tend  to  become 
limiting  factors  in  the  provision  of  now  houses  in  the  Burgh  but  the 
position  with  respect  to  the  first  will  be  remedied  when  the  proposed 
County  scheme  b'sed  on  Loch  Turret,  near  Crieff, is  carried  out.  A 
fairly  early  start  to  this  work  is  probable. 

One  hundred  and  four  houses  were  examined  in  connection  with 
points  for  unfitness  under  the  Town  Council’s  points  scheme  of  house 
allocation  and  any  necessary  adjustments  made.  The  Department  make 
it  a practice  to  kuop  in  close  touch  with  the  Burgh  House  Factor  in 
this  connection. 

Factories. 


There  were  92  factories  on  th^  register  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
85  mechanical  and  7 non-mechanical. 
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Details  of  those  factories  were  given  in  Inst  year’s  Report  and 
it  is  not  felt  necessary  to  repeat  then  here. 

They  were  visited  ofi  72  occasions  and  generally  found  in 
satisfactory  condition  and  in  compliance  with  the  Factories  Act  1937 

It  was  found  necessary,  however,  in  11  c^sos  to  give  written 
notice  to  occupiers  of  contraventions  of  the  Act,  and  remedial 
measures  v/ere  normally  carried  out  within  a short  time  of  the  notice 
being  sent. 

The  main  defects  were  found  to  be  in  regard  to  sanitary  accommo 
dation  or  to  lack  of  cleanliness. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. 

There  is  one  privately  owned  common  lodging  house  registered 
with  the  Local  Authority.  'Thu  premises  wore  well  maintained  and 
regular  visits  of  inspection  wore  made  throughout  the  year. 

Burials  under  Public  Health  (Scotland)  Act  1897 , 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  three  burials  v/ere  undertaken  by 
the  Local  Authority  where  the  bodies  wo  re  unclaimed  or  there  was 
insufficient  means  available  for  burial. 


Nuisances . 


BURGH  OF  ALVA. 


Seven  nuisances  v/ere  dealt  with  during  the  year  and  were  all 
put  right  without  much  delay.  There  is  nothing  outstanding  to 
comment  upon  in  regard  to  any  of  them. 

Cleansing . 

No  complaints  v/ere  received  regarding  this  service  which,  as 
explained  last  year,  is  under  the  control  of  the  Burgh  Surveyor. 

The  Burgh  Refuse  Tip  situated  in  the  County  Landward  Area  was  kept 
in  good  order  and  reasonably  free  of  rats  during  the  year. 

Water  and  Drainage. 

The  Burgh  Surveyor  is  in  charge  of  both  these  services  which 
were  maintained  in  satisfactory  condition  during  the  year,  although 
the  need  for  augmentation  of  the  wat er  supply  still  exists.  Com- 
pletion of  the  proposed  Loch  Turret  Water  Scheme  should  however 
provide  a remedy. 

Undernoted  are  results  of  water  samples  taken  during  the  year 
for  bacteriological  examination. 
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Housing, 

Twenty  new  houses  were  completed  and  occupied  in  the  Burgh  in 
1949  and  44  were  in  course  of  construction  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Twelve  houses  were  inspected  under  the  Council’s  points 
scheme  and  points  granted  for  degree  of  unfitness. 

Factories . 


There  were  27  factories  on  the  Register  at  the  end  of  the  year 
consisting  of  26  mechanical  and  1 non-mechanical  and  they  were 
inspected  on  37  occasions.

Nuisances. 

eleven  nuisances  were  dealt  with  and  all  were  quickly  remedied 
without  recourse  to  Statutory  Notice.  Nothing  calling  for  special 
comment  was  met  with  in  this  connection  during  the  year. 

Cleansing . 

During  the  year  the  Town  Council  acquired  a 7 oub.yd.  Bantam 
Harrier  for  refuse  collection  in  place  of  the  previous  horse  and 
cart  method,  resulting  in  a greatly  improved  service. 

The  town  is  generally  well  kept  and  presents  a clean  and  tidy 
appearance  due  to  the  work  of  the  Burgh  Surveyor  and  his  staff. 

The  arrangements  for  the  control  of  rats  at  the  Burgh  refuse 
tip  were  as  in  1948  i.e.  in  charge  of  the  County  Council’s  rat 
catcher  for  whose  services  the  Town  Council  pays  an  annual  sum  to 
the  County  Council.  In  this  way  the  refuse  tip  receives  regular 
attention  for  the  destruction  of  rats. 


V/ater  and  Drainage.

The  Modical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Burgh  Surveyor  received 
copies  of  all  the  above  reports. 
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There  is  no  change  to  report  in  the  matter  of  sewage  disposal 
since  last  year.  Both  disposal  plants  are  overtaxed  and  the 
effluent  from  them  causes  pollution  of  the  River  Devon. 

The  Town  Council  are  not  unaware  of  this  state  of  affairs  and 
have  had  the  problem  considered  by  their  Civil  engineers.  It  is 
doubtful,  however,  whether  it  would  be  wise  for  the  Town  Council  to 
incur  any  considerable  expense  in  this  connection  meantime  until  the 
possibility  of  a combined  drainage  scheme  for  the  County  has  been 
fully  considered. 

Housing. 

There  were  completed  by  the  Town  Council  and  occupied  during 
the  year  11  new  houses. 

Twenty- four  houses  were  examined,  for  degree  of  unfitness  under 
the  Town  Council's  points  scheme  and  the  necessary  points  adjustments 
made  thereafter. 

Factories , 

Seventeen  factories  were  on  the  Register  at  the  end  of  1949,  16 
mechanical  and  1 non-mechanical . They  were  visited  on  25  occasions
